OVER-the-GARDEN-WALL 


Another  season  of  bloom  has  passed,  another  summer  and  fall  of  work,  another  winter 
of  preparation  for  the  coming  season.  Now,  as  this  is  being  written,  I.  reticulata  is  blooming, 
as  are  the  crocuses  and  other  little  spring  bulbs,  and  we  take  time  to  review  the  past  months. 

Last  season,  the  quantity  of  bloom  was  not  as  great  as  usual;  evidently  the  warm  weather 
that  we  had  in  January  started  growth  that  was  frozen  by  the  later  extreme  cold;  the  same 
seems  to  be  true  this  year.  The  California  introductions  have  suffered  the  most,  though 
losses  are  not  confined  to  these.  It  would  seem  that  a  rather  heavy  mulch  is  necessary  for 
first,  and  even  for  second-year  plantings  of  many  of  the  new  irises.  But  to  offset  the  lack  of 
bloom  last  year,  the  quality  of  what  we  had  was  very  fine.  Mr.  Milliken,  a  visiting  iris  grower 
from  California,  gave  the  garden  high  praise  in  the  A.  I.  S.  Bulletin.  The  Oriental  Poppies 
were  a  joy  to  every  visitor,  with  their  colors  ranging  from  deep,  glowing  reds  to  the  palest 
pink  and  white.  The  Hemerocallis  (Day  Lilies)  with  their  clear  lemon  and  orange  colorings 
made  an  interesting  foil  both  for  the  irises  and  the  poppies,  though  our  first  year  planting 
of  the  hemerocallis  did  not  give  us  the  mass  of  bloom  that  we  hope  to  have  this  year.  These 
plants  will  make  gloriously  bright  accents  in  the  border  from  May  until  September:  or  the 
softer  colors  will  be  just  as  acceptable  to  those  desiring  the  pastel  combinations.  To  our  great 
delight,  the  Fall-blooming  irises  made  their  part  of  the  garden  very  interesting  for  several 
weeks  in  the  autumn.  The  peonies  gave  us  some  beautiful  blooms,  notably  the  new  singles 
and  Japs.  The  rock  plants  did  their  miniature  best  to  please  the  customers  throughout  the 
season.  Even  the  cacti  surprised  us  with  quantities  of  their  silky,  colorful  blossoms. 

The  summer  and  fall  were  filled  with  work  that  kept  hands  and  knees  dirty  and  backs 
tired;  but  dirt  and  aches  are  easily  forgotten  when  so  many  customers  are  well  pleased!  Further¬ 
more,  the  fact  that  we  added  many  new  introductions  in  our  specialized  lines,  and  the  happi¬ 
ness  we  know  we  shall  derive  from  them,  proved  a  great  incentive.  And  such  landscape  work 
as  we  were  able  to  do  for  others  seemed  to  meet  with  approval. 

Somehow,  the  winter  is  not  the  period  of  rest  that  many  think  we  have!  Until  Christmas, 
we  are  busy  making  dish-gardens,  that  are  found  to  be  such  acceptable  gifts  for  shut-ins  and 
for  those  hard-to-find-something-for  friends.  January  is  spent  in  bringing  garden  records  and 
customers’  lists  up-to-date;  February,  we  admit,  offers  more  time  for  lazing.  In  March  the 
catalogue  must  be  written  —  and  we  would  not  recommend  this  for  a  form  of  relaxation! 

And  now  it’s  spring,  and  when  this  reaches  you,  it  will  be  Iris  Time  again.  We  hope  that 
many  of  the  new  irises  will  flower,  that  all  visitors  may  enjoy  them:  —  Lady  Paramount  and 
Happy  Days,  the  two  huge  yellows  from  California;  Mr.  Connell’s  Blithesome,  heralded  as 
the  most  entrancing  iris  ever  introduced;  Burning  Bronze,  Tint  O’Tan  and  several  other 
outstanding  varieties  of  Dr.  Ayres’;  The  Black  Douglas  and  Ukiah,  dark  red-toned  irises, 
one  from  Mr.  Sass  and  the  other  from  Prof.  Essig;  Trail’s  End,  selected  as  one  of  Mr.  William¬ 
son’s  best  seedlings  and  named  just  after  his  death;  Junaluska,  the  charming  coppery  rose  and 
gold  blend  from  Dr.  Kirkland;  these  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  promising  new  varieties. 
One  must  not  neglect  the  mention  of  the  new  Intermediates  and  Re-Bloomers  that  the  Sass 
brothers  are  sending  out  each  year.  There  are  also  some  of  the  newer  Hemerocallis  and  Poppies 
that  will  delight  the  visitor.  The  Peony  planting  is  in  its  third  year,  and  we  expect  that  the 
three  hundred  varieties  of  these  will  give  rather  marvelous  bloom.  Again,  as  in  other  years, 
we  wish  to  stress  the  point  that  those  who  come  just  once,  at  the  height  of  the  iris  season, 
miss  many  joys.  Those  who  can,  come  often;  approximate  blooming  dates  are  on  page  43. 
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Some  customers  are  interested  in  irises  for  certain  locations  in  their  gardens.  For  the 
sunny  border,  plant  any  of  the  bearded  irises,  i.e.,  dwarfs,  early  intermediates  and  tall;  also 
the  Siberians  and  Japanese  if  these  can  be  watered  while  coming  into  bloom;  many  of  the 
taller  species.  For  the  edge  of  the  pool,  use  the  Siberians,  the  Japanese,  the  Spurias  and 
again,  many  of  the  species.  For  light  shade  or  moist  places,  where  the  water  does  not  stand 
on  the  plants  in  winter,  plant  the  Siberians  and  the  Japanese.  For  an  exceptionally  dry  corner, 
experiment  with  the  Regelias.  In  the  rock  garden  use  the  early  dwarf  bearded,  the  smaller 
species,  and  the  bulbous  irises.  We  are  always  glad  to  help  with  planting  plans,  if  customers 
will  submit  their  problems. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce  that  from  now  on,  we  shall  have  the  honor  of 
introducing  Miss  Sturt^evant’s  originations.  Her  irises  have  a  grace  of  poise,  a  fineness  of 
finish  and  a  delicacy  of  coloring  that  make  them  well-loved.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  our  readers 
to  know  that  the  American  Iris  Society  has  recently  given  Miss  Sturtevant  a  gold  medal  in 
recognition  of  her  pioneer  work  in  breeding  irises,  in  this  country.  We  have  also  been  fortunate 
in  obtaining  a  collection  of  about  40  very  fine  imported  Japanese  irises;  details  about  these 
next  year! 

For  those  who  may  not  be  acquainted  with  iris  catalogues,  we  take  time  to  say  that  the 
parenthesis  after  each  variety  contains  the  name  of  the  originator  and  the  date  of  introduction. 
The  letters  following  certain  varieties  refer  to  awards  given  that  iris;  H.M.,  A.I.S.  is  Honorable 
Mention  by  the  Am.  Iris  Society;  A.M.  is  Award  of  Merit,  and  an  iris  must  have  an  H.M., 
to  be  eligible  for  this;  the  Dykes’  Medal  is  the  highest  honor  that  can  be  given  an  iris  in  this 
country,  and  may  be  given  to  one  variety  each  year.  Hereafter,  only  irises  that  have  been 
in  commerce  for  five  years,  and  have  proved  themselves  worthy  in  widely  separated  parts  of 
the  country,  can  receive  the  Dykes.  Other  letters  refer  to  the  English  and  French  societies. 

Once  more  our  catalogue  is  ready  for  you;  once  more  the  garden  is  waiting  to  show  you 
its  joys;  once  more  we  extend  to  each  of  you  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  visit  Over-the-Garden- 
Wall  in  person,  or  by  letter,  as  often  as  possible.

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Tall  Bearded  Irises 


Each  year  we  speak  of  these  irises  as  a  pageant  —  there  seems  to  be  no  other  word  that 
so  well  describes  the  colorful  march  of  these  flowers,  as  they  appear  from  day  to  day.  They 
may  be  charmingly  winsome,  or  bold  and  dark,  dainty  pastels  or  stately  glories  —  each  plays 
its  part.  To  us  who  live  with  the  garden,  the  first  week  is  the  most  entrancing.  Each  morning 
sees  just  a  few  new  blossoms  at  the  tips  of  the  stalks,  and  there  is  opportunity  to  study  each 
one,  to  appreciate  the  fineness  and  delicacy  of  line  and  form  and  shading.  And  there  are  no 
withering  blooms  to  dull  the  color  effect  as  one  gazes  over  the  field.  The  mass  effect  of  the 
next  two  weeks,  when  the  pageant  has  reached  its  riotous  climax,  is  bewildering.  At  this 
time,  it  is  wise  to  stand  at  the  entrance,  letting  the  eye  wander  over  the  planting,  picking  out 
a  gold  or  a  blue  here,  a  red,  a  white  or  a  purple  there,  that  would  seem  the  keynote  one  wishes 
to  use  for  a  new  color  combination.  Then  others  may  be  added  to  this  first  one  chosen;  and 
as  one  strolls  up  and  down  the  paths,  one  finds  less  showy,  but  probably  equally  desirable 
blends  of  the  pastel  shades. 

No  sunny  border  seems  complete  without  a  few  of  these  irises,  and  we  are  always  glad 
to  pick  blooms,  except  of  the  rarer  varieties,  that  visitors  may  study  color  combinations. 
If  the  customer  is  at  a  distance,  we  can  suggest  varieties  that  we  have  found  pleasing,  when 
planted  together.  A  few  hints:  —  use  pale  yellow  with  the  light  blues,  lavenders,  and  pinks; 
try  a  dull  “arty”  gold  with  the  dark  reds,  adding  a  flesh  pink  and  a  light  yellow;  use  the  strong 
yellows  with  dark  blues;  a  creamy  white  with  the  red-purples  and  orchids;  cream  or  ivory 
with  brown;  study  the  blends,  and  plant  with  them,  those  colors  that  will  accentuate,  not 
kill,  their  delicate  tones. 

We  try  to  keep  our  collection  of  these  irises  as  interesting  as  any  in  New  England,  adding 
each  year  most  of  the  new  American  introductions,  and  some  of  the  foreign.  This  means  that 
each  year,  a  hundred  or  two  of  the  older  varieties  must  be  discarded,  or  grown  in  very 
limited  quantities.  Come  and  enjoy  the  pageant  with  us! 

ABORA  ( Hill  '31)  Dark  red-violet,  almost  a  self,  of  heavy,  smooth  texture.  The  falls  are 
flaring;  the  beard  white,  tipped  with  burnt-sienna.  34".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  '30 . $1.00 

ACROPOLIS  ( Berry  ’29)  S.  clear  lavender-purple;  F.  deep,  velvety,  black-purple.  Large 
bloom.  40" . $1.00 

ACUSHLA  {Thom.  '31)  Ashes  of  roses  in  color,  with  more  rose  than  appears  in  some  of  these 
blends.  The  falls  are  washed  with  hyacinth-blue;  center  of  flower  is  glowing  gold.  32". .  $2.50 

ADOBE  {Wmsn.  ’32)  S.  buff,  shading  darker  at  tips;  F.  Pompeian-red,  shading  to  yellow 
margins.  Brilliant  beard.  Free  bloomer.  Early.  32" . $2.00 

AHWAHNEE  {Essig  ’31)  Garden  effect  is  a  tawny  blend.  S.  queerly  mottled,  flushed  at  edges, 
of  lavender  and  brown;  F.  dahlia  carmine,  very  heavily  veined.  A  large  flower,  of  heavy 
substance,  with  a  long  blooming  period.  32" . $0.65 

AIRY  DREAM  {Sturt.  ’29)  One  of  the  most  charming  of  the  pink  irises,  somewhat  lighter 
in  tone  than  Susan  Bliss.  36" . $1.00 

ALCHEMY  {Ware.  ’32)  An  interesting  yellow,  of  a  deep  tone.  The  flower  is  of  heavy  texture 
and  fine  form,  on  tall,  well-branched  stems . $7.50 

AL-LU-WEE  {H.  P.  Sass  ’32)  A  large  flowered  variegata,  the  S.  yellow,  the  F.  red.  Stems 
tall  and  well-branched.  40" . $3.00 

ALTA  CALIFORNIA  {M.  M.  ’31)  A  never-fading  clear  yellow,  with  faint  bronze  flush.  Very 
tall,  of  excellent  substance,  superbly  branched,  this  iris  seems  to  have  taken  the  country 
by  storm.  46" . $3.00 

ALTIORA  {Bliss-Sturt.  ’32)  “A  splendid  light  violet-blue  of  fine  form  and  very  large  size.” 

54" . $5.00 

AMBER  WAVE  {Murr.  ’30)  The  flower  is  amber-yellow  in  tone,  shot  with  pale  olive-bronze, 
the  falls  having  a  slight  violet  flush.  38".  C.M.,  ’30 . $1.00 
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AMBROSIA  {Sturt.  ’28)  White,  very  delicately  flushed  with  rose.  The  flower  is  fine  in  finish, 
graceful  in  poise.  36*' . $1.00 


AMIGO  {Wmsn.  ’34)  S.  light  lavender- violet,  cupped;  F.  deep  hyacinth-violet,  shading 
lighter  to  a  narrow  white  margin,  flaring.  Flowers  are  about  4  x  5",  of  fine  form  and  texture, 
on  well-branched  stems.  30" . $15.00 


AM  RITA  {Conn.  ’33)  Much  like  Ballerine  in  coloring,  but  the  flower  is  very  different  in  shape. 

42" . $1.00 

ANNA  MARIE  CAYEUX  {Cay.  ’28)  An  opal-like  blend  of  pink,  metallic-blue  and  grey. 
The  substance  is  sufficiently  heavy  to  enable  the  flower  to  withstand  any  weather.  Very 
lovely  and  highly  recommended.  36".  C.M.,  S.N.H.F.  '28 . $2.00 

ARABIAN  PRINCE*  {Simp.  ’32)  Red-purple,  blended  with  brown,  making  a  rich  tone. 
Low-growing.  18".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  ’30 . $3.50 

ARBUTUS  {Loth.  ’33)  Pinkish-lavender,  shading  to  light  yellow,  the  pink  tones  predominating. 
The  finish  is  smooth  and  lustrous,  and  the  substance  is  heavy  enough  to  prove  weather- 
resistant.  We  found  it  a  very  lovely,  large,  interesting  iris.  36".  H.M.,  A.I.S. ’32 . $2.00 

ASHTORETH  {Beau.  ’32)  A  clear  light  yellow  self,  with  rich  gold  venations,  the  gold  being 
also  carried  down  the  sides  of  the  falls.  The  fast-growing  qualities  make  this  an  excellent 
yellow  for  massing.  36".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  '30 . $3.50 

ATTITASH  {Denn.  ’33)  Said  to  be  of  Asia  coloring,  but  our  notes  show  more  brown,  and 
heavier  venations.  The  stalks  are  exceptionally  tall  and  strong,  the  growth  very  rapid. 
52" . $5.00 


AUBADE  {Conn.  ’30)  The  name  means  “Dawn  Song’’,  and  the  soft  blending  of  rose  and  yellow 
into  apricot,  makes  this  one  of  the  very  charming  irises.  36" . $1.75 

AUREX  ( Nich .  ’32)  S.  bright  colonial  buff;  F.  dark  red-purple,  with  narrow  edging  of  buff. 
A  tall,  brilliant  variegata.  36" . $2.00 

BARBARIAN  {Wmsn.  ’34)  The  flowers  are  long  and  slender,  almost  lacinated,  purple-toned. 
Distinctive  for  the  unusual  shape.  32" . $1.50 

BEOTIE  {Cay.  ’32)  An  iris  of  medium  blue  shades,  that  we  have  not  yet  seen  in  bloom.. $7.50 

BERGAMA  {Wmsn.  ’32)  A  big,  dusky  iris  of  bronzy-purple  and  gold.  We  noted  especially 
fine  foliage.  32" . $0.65 

BEUCHLEY’S  GIANT  {Bench.  ’32)  Much  the  coloring  of  Lord  of  June  —  two  shades  of 
violet-blue.  The  S.  are  erect,  the  F.  flaring,  and  the  flower  very  large . $2.00 

BLACKMOOR  {J.  Sass  ’32)  A  large  black-violet  self,  with  a  blue  beard.  The  flowers  are  large, 
on  well-branched  stems.  36".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  ’31 . $2.50 

BLACK  BEAUTY  {Kirk.  ’34)  An  exceptionally  dark  iris,  one  of  the  parents  of  Black  Wings. 
Mid-season,  and  a  fast  grower.  30" . . . $3.00 

BLACK  WARRIOR  ( Nich.  '34)  Very  deep  black-violet  self,  with  flaring  falls  and  a  dull 
beard.  Fragrant,  well-branched,  and  of  fine  substance.  38" . $5.00 


BLACK  WINGS  {Kirk.  ’31)  In  reality,  a  very  dark  violet,  but  the  black  veins  in  the  velvety 
falls  give  it  a  black  appearance.  Fast  growing  and  fragrant.  30".  A.M.,  A.I.S.  ’33. .  .$2.00 

BLAZING  STAR  ( Nich.  ’34)  The  S.  are  deep  yellow,  the  F.  lighter  in  tone,  paling  to  almost 
white  at  center,  that  has  a  slight  bluish  iridescence.  The  bloom  is  fragrant  and  has  fine 
substance.  45" . $5.00 


BLITHESOME  {Conn.  ’35)  A  “peculiarly  winsome’’  iris  of  white  and  gold;  the  flower  is 
white,  powdered  with  glistening  gold.  We  venture  to  predict  that  this  will  be  one  of  the 
outstanding  novelties  of  the  season.  40" . $20.00 

BLUE  AND  GOLD  {Essig  ’31)  The  garden  appearance  is  a  very  distinct  blue.  One  of  the 
best,  both  in  habit  of  growth  and  coloring.  42" . $0.75 

BLUE  GOWN  {Essig  ’32)  Darker  than  Blue  and  Gold,  and  slightly  more  purple.  The  flower 
is  of  fine  form,  fair  substance,  and  has  a  brilliant  beard.  48" . $1.25

BLUE  HILL  ( H .  P.  Sass  ’31)  A  fine  blue,  of  an  unusual  shade,  with  white  beard  and  throat. 
The  texture  is  silky;  the  falls  slightly  inhanging.  Branching  is  exceptionally  low.  H.M., 
A.I.S.  ’32 . $0.75 

BLUE  MONARCH  {J.  Sass  '33)  A  beautiful  blue  self,  a  shade  lighter  than  Pale  Moonlight, 
with  exquisite  finish.  The  beard  is  pale  and  the  style  arms  blue.  The  flower  is  large,  on 
tall,  low-branched  stems.  40".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  ’33 . $7.50 

BLUE  TORCH  {Sheets  ’31)  Light  lavender  and  purple,  with  a  brilliant  beard.  The  falls  are 
reddish,  edged  with  lavender.  34" . . $1.00 

BLUE  TRIUMPH  {Grint.  ’34)  "The  perfect  light  blue”.  The  flowers,  twelve  to  fifteen  to  the 
stem,  are  large,  of  thick  substance  and  a  glossy  finish.  42".  H.M.,  A.I.S.  ’33 . $18.50 

BLUE  VELVET  {Loom.  ’29)  Very  dark,  velvety  blue,  the  Dominion  heritage  showing  in 
the  inturned  buds  and  the  —  alas!  —  often  bunched  bloom.  36" . $1.00 


BOADICEA  {Nich.  ’31)  One  of  those  indescribable  blends  of  buff,  yellow,  pink  and  blue 
—  so  charming  that  one  forgives  the  slightly  twisted  falls.  38" . $0.65 

BRONZE  BEACON  {Salb.  ’32)  S.  glowing  golden-bronze;  F.  Indian-lake.  A  lustrous  rich 
bronze,  with  many  blooms  on  low-branched  stems.  The  stalks  were  poor  with  us,  last 
season,  but  may  be  better  another  year . $1.50 

BRONZE  GLORY  {Simp.  ’34)  An  exceptionally  rich  red-bronze  for  the  garden  effect.  S. 
mauve  with  bronze  sheen  and  ruffled  edges;  F.  dark  velvety  red,  edged  with  bronze.  A 
long  orange  beard  lights  the  flower.  32" . $8.00 

BROWN  BETTY  {White  ’34)  Described  as  “a  startling  new  creation”;  an  unusual  blend 
of  Mikado  brown,  Prussian  blue  and  purple.  The  flowers  are  well  poised  on  slender  stems.

BROWN  PEARL  {Hud.  ’31)  A  little-known  iris  of  pale  iridescent  old  gold,  with  a  flush  of 
violet,  and  a  sheen  of  powdered  gold.  We  find  it  very  fascinating.  30" . $1.00 

BRUNHILDE  {Salb.  ’34)  “Large  blooms  that  are  an  example  of  perfect  form  in  an  iris  of  the 
flaring  fall  type.  A  most  regal  iris  that  will  be  particularly  welcome  because  of  its  un- 
u  1  usually  smooth  finish.”  The  beard  is  blue.  40" . $10.00

BURNING  BRONZE  (Ayres  '34)  “A  cool  and  stately  dark  red  self  of  excellent  form,  — 
graceful  stalk  is  well  branched  —  an  intense  bronze  suffusion  throughout  the  entire  flower.” 
The  introducer  reports  that  “14  judges  gave  this  iris  an  average  of  90.”  H.M.,  A.I.S.  ’33.

BYZANTHIUM  {Ayres  ’33)  The  color  is  “tan  brown,  overlaid  with  gold;  along  the  mid- 
rib  of  the  standards  is  a  delicate  bright  penciling  of  iridescent  blue,  almost  turquoise.” 
This  iris  is  said  to  be  a  fast  grower  and  not  to  fade  in  the  sun.  32" . $20.00 

CADMIA  {Emig.  ’34)  Lovely  clear  yellow,  almost  a  self,  blooming  in  mid-season,  with  large 
blooms.  30" . $5.00 

CALIFORNIA  GOLD  {M.  M.  ’33)  One  of  the  exceptionally  fine  new  yellow  irises,  of  a  deep 
tone.  Mr.  Salbach  says  that  this  has  been  nicknamed  “Brazen  Hussy”  because  of  its 
brass  coloring,  which  is  even  deeper  than  the  intermediate,  Crysoro.  The  flower  shows 
no  fading,  even  in  the  hottest  sun.  32" . $12.50 


CANELANDS  ( Nes.  ’31)  S.  straw  and  gold;  F.  deep,  velvety  maroon.  42" . $1.00 

CARADON  {Bliss-Sturt.  ’32)  “A  sister  seedling  of  Grace  Sturtevant,  with  clouded  yellow 
standards  and  practically  black  falls.  Late.  40" . $5.00 

CARNELIAN  {Loth.  ’32)  A  huge  red  flower  —  as  large  as  Los  Angeles  —  on  very  tall,  splen¬ 
didly  branched  stems.  44" . $1.50 

CARRARA  {Hearth.  ’32)  This  pure  white  iris  is  charmingly  graceful,  and  should  be  better 
known . $0.75 

CASTALIA  {Wmsn.  ’33)  A  charming  blue  iris,  with  straight-hanging  falls.  Texture,  form 
and  size  are  all  excellent.  34" . $1.00 
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<1  CHAMITA  {Wmsn.  ’34)  Of  russet  coloring,  the  falls  having  a  little  garnet  at  the  center;  the 
whole  flower  is  overlaid  with  gold.  Well-branched.  31" . $8.00 

CHEERIO  ( Ayres  ’34)  “A  flame  in  the  garden.”  The  S.  are  dull  gold,  with  a  bright  red  flush; 
the  F.  glowing  velvety  red.  Form,  texture  and  growth  are  all  reported  to  be  excellent.  40".

CHINA  LANTERN  (Essig  ’33)  S.  old  gold;  F.  bright  Bordeaux  red.  The  brilliant  carrying 
qualities  of  the  colors  make  this  a  distinctive  iris.  42" . $5.00

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Japanese  Irises 


One  cannot  help  but  love  these  irises  as,  during  the  hot  days  of  July,  they  delight  the  eye  with 
their  exquisite  cool  light  colors,  or  with  their  equally  acceptable  rich,  dark  shades.  Some  prefer 
the  single  flowers,  others  the  double,  or  six-petalled;  both  are  charming.  They  seem  equally  suited 
for  the  edge  of  the  pool,  or  for  the  hardy  border.  Plant  them  with  2"  of  soil  over  the  crown  (where 
the  roots  join  the  leaves)  and  remember  that  they  like  rich  food,  and  lots  of  it,  and  also  that  they 
insist  upon  heavy  drinks,  especially  during  the  bud  and  blossom  season. 

We  were  most  fortunate  last  season,  in  obtaining  a  collection  of  about  40  varieties,  recently 
imported  from  Japan.  These  were  brought  over  by  one  who  knows  the  Japanese  irises  well,  and  they 
should  prove  a  very  worthy  addition  to  our  earlier  planting.  Descriptions  were  not  available,  so 
we  will  omit  their  listing  until  next  year.  (For  those  interested,  we  will  furnish  information  after 
the  blooming  season.)

These  huge  flowers,  ranging  in  color  from  the  deepest  red,  through  bright  reds,  to  pale  pink 
and  silvery  white,  with  queer  shades  of  crushed  raspberry  and  old  rose  also,  make  admirable  garden 
subjects.  The  very  dark  reds  and  the  “queer”  colors  should  be  planted  in  partial  shade,  as  they  burn 
in  the  hot  sun.  The  others  do  well  in  partial  shade,  tho’  they  are  sun-loving  plants. 

We  ship  the  poppies  from  August  to  October,  only;  and  the  earlier  in  those  months,  the  better. 
At  this  time,  they  are  dormant;  just  roots,  with  the  leaves  starting  as  the  season  advances.  Cover 
the  crown  (where  the  leaves  start  from  the  roots)  two  inches.  This  means  a  deep  hole  and,  as  the  plants 
are  heavy  feeders,  one  can  use  quite  some  fertilizer.  The  leaves  will  start  growing  almost  immediately 
and  the  dirt  should  be  mounded  up  in  and  around  them,  as  they  grow;  this  is  to  insure  against  any 
possibility  of  water  standing  around  the  plant  during  the  winter.  After  the  ground  freezes,  give  a 
good  mulch  of  peatmoss  or  leaves.
